NATURE OF 

INCIDENT: Sergeants Jack Ramirez, Frank Quichocho and Lieutenant Don Slawson of 
the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the unincorporated area of Los Angeles to 
investigate a deputy-involved non-hit shooting. The shooting involved two deputies 
assigned to the Safe Streets Bureau. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from interviews of the 
involved employees by East Los Angeles O.S.S. Investigators, as well as Internal 
Affairs Bureau interviews of the deputies, and reports prepared by the deputies. 


Deputies Torres and Flores were working Operation Safe Streets Bureau, unit 20G2, in 
East Los Angeles Station’s area. They had just completed citing a juvenile, unrelated 
to this incident, and placed him in the rear of their patrol vehicle for transport home. As 
they were driving east on 3" street approaching the 60 freeway, they noticed several 
individuals who they recognized as gang members standing in front of the location. As 
the deputies drew closer to them, they illuminated them with their vehicle’s spotlights. 


At that time, one individual (later identified as Suspect Andrade) withdrew a pistol from 
his waistband area and dropped the gun to the ground. Suspect Andrade then ran west 
on 3" street away from the deputies. Simultaneous to Suspect Andrade’s actions, a 
second member of the group turned and began running east through a dirt lot full of 
cars toward the 60 Freeway. As this suspect began running he reached into his 
waistband and drew a pistol.

The two deputies immediately stopped and exited their patrol vehicle and ordered the 
second suspect to stop and drop his weapon. The suspect continued to run as the 
deputies moved away from their vehicle. Deputy Flores moved behind several vehicles 
to his south in the dirt parking lot, while Deputy Torres moved behind some vehicles to 
his east in the dirt lot. As the suspect reached a hole in the fence separating the dirt lot 
from the freeway, he turned and pointed his weapon in the direction of Deputy Flores. 
Both deputies then fired at the suspect missing him. The suspect then passed through 
the hole in the fence, ran up the embankment and east along the westbound lanes of 
the freeway out of sight. 


Acontainment of the area was established and during the subsequent search, Suspect 
Andrade was located hiding under some plywood and bitten by a Department canine 
(The bite review will be handled by SEB personnel). The handgun discarded by 
Suspect Andrade was recovered at the scene.

He 
was cleared for booking and transported to the East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station.

WEATHER AND LIGHTING CONDITIONS: 


This incident occurred during the hours of darkness. The weather was cool and clear. 
There were street lights positioned along the sidewalk area. The area was also 
illuminated by patrol car headlights and spotlights.

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INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Joel Flores, AE 2s interviewed by internal Affairs Bureau on 
December 19, 2007. The interview is summarized as follows: 


Deputy Flores said he and Deputy Torres were driving eastbound on 3° Street in an 
unmarked patrol car, he said they were transporting Witness ome. He said 
they saw two males and a female standing near the south sidewalk, just east of 

. He said there was an additional two males 
standing in the driveway just east of the first group. He said the location is a known 
hangout for the Arizona Maravilla street gang. 


1.A.B. Deputy Flores and Torres are assigned to Safe Streets 
Bureau gang unit at East Los Angeles station and are familiar 
with the gangs in the station area. 


Deputy Flores said he recognized Suspect Andrade as an Arizona Maravilla gang 


member with the moniker of id he knew Andrade was on active parole 
and is currently employed at He said as Suspect Andrade 
recognized their presence, he immediately reached into his waistband with his right 


hand and turned towards the other two males, who were standing just east of him. 
Deputy Flores said as he is exited the passenger side of their unit, he began telling 
Suspect Andrade to show his hands, he said Suspect Andrade removed a chrome 
handgun from his waistband and fumbled it, the handgun dropped to the ground. He 
said Suspect Andrade then fled on foot westbound. He said he ordered him to stop 
several times but he refused to comply. 


1.A.B. Note: Deputy Flores said he had contacted Suspect 
Andrade on two previous occasions and knew his parole 
status. 


Deputy Flores said simultaneous to this, the other male with Suspect Andrade (later 
identified as Suspect Gonzalez), turned southbound in the driveway and began walking 
away from the group. Upon hearing them (deputies) yelling at Suspect Andrade to 
show his hands and stop, Suspect Gonzalez removed a black handgun from his front 
waistband and he began running south down the driveway. 


LA.B. Note: Deputy Flores said Suspect Gonzalez went in between 

the cars parked in the driveway. He followed Suspect Gonzalez to the 
dirt berm which he approximated to be 15-20 yards. He said he was 
following Suspect Gonzalez to contain. He said Suspect Gonzalez had 
arunning start on him, He said he was not running, it was more of 

a fast pace. 
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Deputy Flores said in his mind, Suspect Andrade no longer posed an armed threat, so 
he began to follow Suspect Gonzalez through the driveway and then east up a dirt 
berm. He said he ordered Suspect Gonzalez to drop the handgun and to stop 
numerous times, but he did not comply and continued to run. 


Deputy Flores said as Suspect Gonzalez reached the southeast portion of the property, 
he reached for an opening in the fence with his left hand. He said Suspect Gonzalez 
turned his body to the right, faced him while raising his right arm, and pointed the 
handgun in his direction. Deputy Flores said he was in fear for his life, so he fired two 
rounds from his department issued duty weapon. 


He said he ordered Suspect Gonzalez continuously to drop the handgun. He said 
Suspect Gonzalez turned back towards the fence and crawled away into a large bush, 
which is located south of the property which parallels the on ramp for the westbound 60 
Freeway. Depuly Flores said due to the fact Suspect Gonzalez secreted himself in the 
bush, coupled with the fact he did not want to lose sight of the handgun dropped by 
Suspect Andrade, he elected not to follow him. He said during the shooting, he knew 
Deputy Torres was to the northeast of his location, so there was no cross fire. He said 
Deputy Torres got on the radio and established a containment of the area and he 
immediately recovered the handgun Suspect Andrade had dropped. 


Deputy Flores said he and Deputy Torres were transported to the East Los Angeles 
Sheriffs Station. He said a Sheriff's K-9 unit located Suspect Andrade later in the 
containment. He said Suspect Gonzalez was not located in the containment. He said 
he and Deputy Torres were transported back to the scene, were they individually 
identified Suspect Andrade as the person who had dropped the handgun he had 
recovered,

Deputy Edmundo Torres. he and Deputy Flores were driving on 3” Street 
approaching He said they were transporting a juvenile home. 
He said they were driving in an unmarked gray unit, when they saw two males standing 
east ot ER shop talking to a female. He said they also saw two additional 
males standing just east of the two males and female. He said gang members tend to 
congregate at the location on a nightly basis. 


He said they saw the two males and female standing in the driveway east of the shop. 
Deputy Torres said as he stopped their pairol car closest to the two males and female, 
they exited their car to contact them and saw they all became startled by their 
presence. 
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He said they recognized one of the males (later identified as Suspect Andrade) and 
saw him reach for the front of his waistband, with his right hand as he started to walk 
towards the tattoo shop. He said they knew Suspect Andrade was on active parole and 
an Arizona Maravilla street gang member with the nickname of Capone and believed he 
was arming himself. 


He said Deputy Flores yelled at Suspect Andrade to show his hands, Suspect Andrade 
removed a handgun from his waistband and fumbled it onto the ground as he took off 
on foot westbound and out of view. 


Deputy Torres said one of the other males (later identified as Suspect Gonzalez), 
looked at them and began walking at a fast pace and then took off running southbound 
down the driveway then in a southeasterly direction. He said he saw Deputy Flores 
follow Suspect Gonzalez and he heard him yell for Suspect Gonzalez to drop the gun. 
He said he simultaneously he ran in a southeast direction through the dirt parking lot, in 
order to block Suspect Gonzalez’ path. Deputy Torres said he saw several cars parked 
on the dirt lot and he did not want Suspect Gonzalez to get away from them. 


1.4.B. Note: Deputy Torres said he saw Suspect Gonzalez go 
southeast between the cars. He said Deputy Flores was following 
Suspect Gonzalez quickly. He saw Deputy Flores follow Suspect 
Gonzalez on west side of the white truck he thinks. He said the 
incident evolved very quickly. He said he took cover behind a black 
vehicle in the dirt lot to contain Suspect Gonzalez. He said he did 
not put out emergent radio traffic until after the situation was under 
control, He said he did not want to lose sight of Deputy Flores. 


Deputy Torres said as Suspect Gonzalez reached a hole in the chainlink fence that 
separates the dirt parking lot from the 60 Freeway, he saw Suspect Gonzalez holding a 
dark colored gun in his right hand. He said Suspect Gonzalez pointed the gun at 
Deputy Flores. He said he thought Deputy Flores was going to be shot and possibly 
killed, so he fired three rounds at Suspect Gonzalez with his department issued 
handgun. 


He said he knows gang members commonly engage law enforcement personnel in 
shootouts, when they want to avoid apprehension. He said he saw Suspect Gonzalez 
go through the hole in the chainlink fence and into large bushes that parallel to the 
freeway and out of view. He said he put out emergent radio traffic and set up a 
containment. He said Deputy Flores responded back to the driveway and recovered 
the handgun dropped by Suspect Andrade. He said Suspect Andrade was located by 
the K-9 unit. He said he knew Deputy Flores was to the Southwest of his location during 
the shooting.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS: 


On November 13th, 2007, at approximately 1730 hours, Suspect Gonzalez entered the 
East Los Angeles Sheriff's Siation lobby and attempted to have an impounded vehicle 
released to him. Station personnel conducted a records check on suspect Gonzalez. 


The records check revealed Suspect Gonzalez was wanted for assault on a peace 
officer, O.S.S. Detective Carlos Lopez was advised of his arrest. He proceeded to 
interview Suspect Gonzalez regarding the incident that occurred on November 9, 2007. 


Suspect Nathan Gonzalez said he recalled the incident that occurred on November 9, 
2007. Suspect Gonzalez told Detective Lopez he and Suspect Andrade were heipin 
his Vitro #2 unload an air compressor off a 
truck. He told Detective Lopez] ruck was parked in the driveway east o 


Suspect Gonzalez told Detective Lopez suddenly a black vehicle stopped quickly on the 
street in front of them, Suspect Gonzalez said he did not see who was inside of the 
black vehicle. Suspect Gonzalez said when the door to the black vehicle started to 
open, his first reaction was to run away. Suspect Gonzalez told Detective Lopez he ran 
because he has been shot at in the past while at the tattoo shop. Suspect Gonzalez 
said his first reaction was to hide behind a car but when he heard two gunshots, he 
continued running. Suspect Gonzalez said he ran through a hole in the chain link fence 
and onto the 60 Freeway. 


Suspect Gonzalez continued by saying he made it to the street and continued running. 
He said he never heard anyone yell out “stop”, “freeze”, “put your hands up” or “drop 
the gun.” Suspect Gonzalez told Detective Lopez he did not have a gun that night and 


he did not shoot at the deputies.

Suspect Marvin Andrade, was interviewed at the East Los Angeles Sheriffs station. 
He said he was hanging outside of [EEE with some friend's and his 

Nathan Gonzalez. Suspect Andrade said he heard someone creep up on them, 
then heard one gunshot. He said he saw ric ethan run towards the 60 
Freeway. 
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Suspect Andrade said the deputies came up after he had heard the gunshot. Suspect 
Andrade said he works at A said he had gone outside with a handgun that 
he had gotten from a friend who he refused to identify. 


1.A.B. Note: Suspect Andrade only provided limited information 
in regards to Nathan Gonzalez and the person who had given him 
the handgun. 


He said he was carrying a handgun (he described as a 40 caliber Gloc) in his right front 
pants pocket because something appeared to be suspicious outside. Suspect Andrade 
said when he saw the deputies, he attempted to pass the gun off to one of the other 
males who he called 


He said the gun dropped to the ground and he ran westbound to OO ouse. 
He said he was later located by the K-9 unit. He said he got bit by the dog. Suspect 
Andrade said he did see the two deputies go after Nathan. 


NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESSES: 


Witness) was interviewed at the East Los Angeles Sheriff's station on 
November 10, 2007. He said he was detained for a curfew violation and was being 
transported home by the O.S.S. Detectives. Witness Ek aid he saw a group of 
guys and one girl at the tattoo shop. 


He said the two guys took off together running towards the freeway. He said he heard 
the deputies yelling for the males to stop running. He said he heard gunshots. Witness 
Pe he was seated in the middle section of the backseat of the O.S.S. unit and 
was unable to see if the two males had guns or weapons on them. He said he saw the 
light skin deputy with the bald head (Deputy Edmundo Torres) fire his gun 
approximately four times. He said he saw the other deputy pickup a gun from the 
ground (Deputy Joel Flores). 


Witness was interviewed by O.S.S. Detective Valdez on November 9

He told Detective Valdez he was coming home to drop off an air compresser which was 


in the back of his black pick-up truck. As he pulled into his J he saw three gang 


member's hanging out next to the tattoo shop (area just to the east of the tattoo shop). 
He continued by saying since he he knows who some of 
these gang members are. He told Detective Valdez one of the males hanging outside 


with him, was a gang member they called “El Capone” (Suspect Andrade).

He said one of the males standing next to Et Capone (Suspect Andrade) was wearing a 
white t-shirt. He told Detective Valdez when the officers pulled up, he saw them chase 
the male wearing the white t-shirt towards the bushes. He said he heard two gunshots 
but did not see who fired the gunshots. He said after the gunshots, El Capone 
attempted to give him a handgun. Witnes oo Detective Valdez he did not take 
the gun and it fell to the ground. 


He said El Capone ran towards the tattoo shop out of view. Wires Es 
Detective Valdez the male Hispanic who ran from the officers was bald, short, hada 
medium build and had several tattoo’s on his arms (Suspect Gonzalez). Witness| 

said the officer's yelled out something to the male who ran away, but he could not make 
it out.

9, 2007. She told Detective Valencia she was inside IAs 22kng 
with two males named “Capone” and “Nathan”. She told him the two males excused 

themselves and they went outside. She told Detective Valencia while she was waiting 


for Capone and Nathan to return, she saw a gray police vehicle drive east past the front 
of the tattoo shop and suddenly stop. 


She said seconds later she heard yelling, followed by four to five gunshots. Witness 

said she saw Capone run west on third Street past the front of the tattoo 
shop. She told Detective Valencia she did not see the shooting because she remained 
inside the tattoo shop during the incident. She described Nathan as a male Hispanic, 
bald, and wearing a t-shirt.
